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Advisory Comments 

In response to the present rejection applicant strenuously argues that the prior 
art reference to Bianchetti does not meet the "wherein the adapter is selectively 
switchable by a manual operation to the adapter leads relative to the supply conduit to 
match a polarity of the electrical power." 

The examiner notes that the problem with applicant's limitation/argument is that 
rather than claiming any particular structure in the adapter that accomplishes such, 
applicant merely sets forth in the apparatus claims the functional limitation that the 
adapter is capable of such. The examiner is of the firm position that a person with the 
proper tools is capable of manually taking apart the Bianchetti adapter and manually 
switching the leads. The examiner suggests that applicant set forth structure in the 
apparatus claims that performs such intended functions rather than broad functional 
limitations that are capable of being performed manually.
